In 1872 and 1874 he was 
the Republican nominee for clerk of 
lie courts but was defeated, and in 
J882 was one of the Republican candi- 
dates for the legislature, again losing. 
The same year his name was present- 
ed to the Republican State Convention 
a? a candidate for secretary of .inter- 
nal affairs. He was an alternate dele- 
pare to the Republican National Con- 
vention at Chicago in 1881, that nomi- 
nated Garfield for President. In 1894 
1 - was elected one of the associate 
j ulaes of Adams county and in 1S99 
Lr was re-elected, serving acceptably 
i:: that position for ten years and mak- 
i:.g many friends. 


Mr. Beales was active in many busi- 


rtr^s enterprises in his community and 
the county. He was a director in the 
Adams County Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company for many years and the vice 
president of the company for the past 
fifteen years.

Why Barns Bum When Struck and 


Houses do Not. 


Dr. M. A. Veeder, the scientist, in a 


recent 
address

grange, explained his theory why few- 
er dwelling houses than barns burn 
w lie nstruck by lightning. 


It is said that the old style frame 


dwelling wherein the timbers were put 
together with wooden pins were fre- 
quently burned from lightning, where- 
as dwellings lathed and plastered and 
put together with nails were generally 
immune from fire when struck.

ceiling would be at work lowering the 
tension, decreasing it materially in ad- 
vance of the stroke. Thus we hava 
both lessening of the strength of tiiR 
current and decreasing the resistance 
of the current at work on a very large 
scale in the case of dwelling houses as 
ordinarily constructed. 


"On the other hand, in the case of 


barns the ordinary construction 
iu- 


creases the danger of flre from light- 
ning. The metal points in their cases 
are very much fewer in number and 
further apart, so that the electric cur-- 
rent is compelled to make longer leaps 
and 
encounter 
greater 
resistance, 


which are the precise conditions that 
increase the danger of fire from light- 
ning. 


"It is obvious that if this is a cor- 


rect statement of the case the remedy 
is within the reach of every one at a- 
very small expense and 
effectually. 


With the evidence now at hand it 
would be best to imitate in barns the 
distribution of metal points ordinarily 
employed in lathing houses. 


"This may be done very perfectly by 


putting rows of lath nails, about fifty 
in number, that is about an inca, 
apart, for each lath. The best way is 
to start the nails into the lath on th<» 
barn floor, and they may be readily 
driven home when the lath has been 
adjusted to the place it is to occupy 
along the rafters, floor and upright 
timbers or on the siding of the bam 
between joists. It will be noted that 
the nails thus applied inside the build- 
ing remain clean and bright, which 
may be a point of some importance. It 
may also be of service to employ tha 
headless nails or brads. 


"Localities where the metal points 


should be specially numerous are the 
cupola and the corners where currents 
tend to converge. 
In the original con- 


struction of a barn many forms of ar- 
rangement that are likely to be ad- 
vantageous will suggest themselves. 


"In the case of lightning rods it has 


been found that there is a surging to 
and fro of the current which tends to 
defeat the object sought to be obtained 
in their construction. 
It would seem 


that such to and fro movement could 
not occur where the lightning flash is 
split up into thousands of minute frag- 
ments through the agency of metal 
points, thus increasing the security ia 
another way. 


"The more widely and evenly tlw 


nails are distributed throughout th'* 
milding from cellar to roof the better. 
They should be so arranged in lines aa 
not to compel any long leaps, each 
point having a neighbor not more than 
an inch away. 
In other words they 


should be wrapped around the building 
n long lines, thus enclosing it after 
he manner of what is known as th<? 
(lectrical cage, objects within which, 
sven the most delicate electrical appli- 
ances, are protected absolutely from in- 
erference of electrical currents frotp 
without. 
It is very likely that the

Assuming that it cost 70 cents to 


raise a bushel of wheat—and this is 
regarded as a fair estimate—for each 
1.000 
bushels of high-grade 
wheat 


grown the farmer pays $700, including 
the harvesting and 
transportation 


charges. On the market today he 
will get for this $1,250, or a net gam of 
£-550. For the purpose of calculation 
the cost of production is estimated, 
but u has generally been accepted 
tbat the first cost to the farmer of 
raising a bushel of wheat is between 
60 and 70 cents. All above is profit. 
The increased cost of labor and the 
«uhanced value of the laud in recent 
years may have somewhat increased 
this coat. None will deny tbat at $1 
a bushel or above, 
wheat is a 


profitable crop. This is what the 
farmer ia now receiving. 


It is true the quantity of wheat com- 


ing to market is less than a year ago, 
the local receipts then being more 
than double those now coming in. 
The difference m supplies would 
naturally have some effect on prices, 
*>ut it is not believed tbat it altogether 
occasions the wide difference prevail- 
ing this year over last. That the 
wheat crop in this section is short is 
acknowledged, but it is uot admitted 
there is less than half a crop. Early 
in. the harvesting period 
it 
was 


thought the yield would be two-thirds 
of an average. At present prices and 
with tbe present yield the farmer 
whose wheat grades No. 2 red, the 
high standard, will have a snug sum 
to add to his bank account when the 
check is returned from his selling 
agent. 


There is another side to this pros- 


perity picture. While tbe farmer de- 
.rives his profit the bread consumer 
helps to pay the bill. High wheat 
.prices.mean higher cost for flour, and 
• this is paid by all—from the wealthi- 
*eet individual to the poorest laborer 
-who ekes out his living by constant 
struggle and economy. This is a sad 
side, but as the farmer is enabled to 
spend freely, he, perhaps, makes it 
possible for greater employment at 
satisfactory pay for those who are 
not so fortunate in their sphere of life 
jre he is in his.
